A brief explanation of the specific criteria 
used to appraise the books included in this 
list follows: 

Typography: 

Three general considerations regarding 
typography were applied to the books ex- 
amined- type size, type face, and leading 
(pronounced like “heading”). 

Type face: A type face is a specific design 
given to each individual character which 
marks it. as belonging to a particular type 
“family.” All characters bearing the same 
design are grouped by name in a certain

boldface — Characters appear unusually 
bold, black, with good contrast and 
width, easier to read. 

ligfrtface — Characters appear unusually 
light, thin, delicate— not as much con- 
trast, not as easy to read. 

sans serif — Most text type or body type is 
designed with serifs — fine cross strokes 
at the top and bottom of each of the 
individual letters. Sans serif type faces 
are type faces designed vrithout these 
fine cross strokes. The effect of the 
latter is rather bold with good contrast 
and simplicity of line, making it espe- 
cially well suited for the par tiall y 
sighted. 

Type size: Besides having definite char- 
acteristics of appearance, each type face is

of type. But, this measurement includes not 
only the type face that appears on the 
printed page but the shoulder of the type 
as well. The shoulder is an extension of 
metal which is a part of the actual type and 
provides for some spacing between each 
line of type (see Fig. 1). The wide use of 
offset lithography in the printing of books 
today has added much to the confusion of 
type size measurement. In this method of 
printing, the copy, or printed page, is re- 
produced by means of the photographic 
process so that it is possible to enlarge or 



reduce the original imprint to almost any 
desired size. These are only a few of the 
confusing “facts of type” that make accurate 
type measurement very difficult to deter- 
mine by merely examining the finished 
product. For these and other reasons, then, 
the type sizes included in this, listing are 
only approximations at best but may be 
useful in giving general guidance to the 
teacher who seeks appropriate supple- 
mentary reading materials for the partially- 
sighted child. No book is listed with type 
smaller than 14 point

Leading: In addition to the type face and 
size, another consideration is the space al- 
lowed between the lines of type. Many 
people who work with the partially seeing 
report this to be of almost equal importance 



to type size. When type is set by a linotype 
machine, as is almost all text or body type 
for modern books, the type emerges from 
the machine a line-of-type at a time— one 
solid piece of metal called a “slug.” The 
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slug may be only slightly wider than the 
height of the type or it may be deliberately 
made wider to provide extra space between 
the lines of print. For example, a book may 
be set in ten point Bodoni bold type on a 
twelve point slug. This means the type size 
is ten point, the type face is Bodoni bold- 
face, but the slug (or actual line-of-type) 
is twelve points in height. In other words, 
an extra two points of leading have been 
added beneath the actual type face to allow 
more space between the lines of type ap- 
pearing on the page. In addition to leading 
in this manner, directly from the linotype 
machine, workers in the composing room 
where the type slugs are assembled into 
galley or page form may also insert thin 
strips of metal called “leads” between the 
lines of type to provide even wider leading 
(spacing). Before the wide use of machine- 
set type, all type was set by hand, one letter 
at a time, and all leading was done in this 
way. The following terms are used to de- 
scribe the leading found in the books on 
this list: 

slightly leaded— a minimum of 2-3 points 
space between the lines as is provided 
in most books. 

well leaded— from 3 to 6 points of leading 
added between the lines of type, cre- 
ating a feeling of more space. 
widely leaded— the space between the 
lines of type are equal to or wider than 
that occupied by the type face itself. 
Type of Illustration: 

An attempt has been made in a general 
way to describe the type of illustrative ma- 
terial found in each book. The following 
terms are most frequently used: 
line drawing— a solid line as contrasted 
with a shaded or halftone drawing. 
Includes both pen and ink as well as 
bold pencil, crayon, or charcoal draw- 
ings where the lines are clear-cut and 
provide good contrast. 



crayon or pencil drawing— when the effect 
was shaded in tone and definitely softer 
(either in color or black and white), one 
of these terms was used. 
wash drawing— any illustration which 
used the wash technique, taking the 
solid black of India ink and washing it 
with water to produce a shaded effect 
of black to grey tones. Includes those 
reproduced in color tones when they 
showed definite wash techniques. 
sketch— fine lines, indefinite form and 
shape, having the effect of sketchiness 
rather than bold outline. 
full color— drawings or paintings using a 
full range of colors— four color process 
is the term used in the graphic arts. 
duotone— two-color drawings or sketches, 
usually the main outlines are done in 
black with highlights or shadings done 
in a color tint. The term is not used in 
its precise graphic arts meaning but 
is used generally to describe two-color 
drawings where the colors are blended. 
detailed— one of the weaknesses in much 
printed material for the partially see- 
ing is the too-cluttered or too-finely- 
detailed illustration which some other- 
wise acceptable books contain. This 
weakness was so noted in this list since 
it may not be so severe a problem to 
some children. Books with a great deal 
of finely detailed art work were 
omitted. 

Literary Worth: 

A sincere attempt has been made to in- 
clude books of above average literary merit. 
In addition to its format, the book’s con- 
tribution to the child’s knowledge and 
experience was also considered of primary 
importance. It is hoped that only the worth- 
while have been included although, obvi- 
ously, it has been impossible to include all 
of them. Some had to be omitted because 
no edition suitable for the partially sighted

could be found; others simply because they 
were not available for examination within 
the period of time allowed for this compila- 
tion. All of the books listed were located 
in one or both of these libraries:

Organization: 

For convenience in locating materials 
within a certain subject area, the attached 
list is' organized in the following manner: 

Part 1— Non-Fiction Books are grouped 
generally within the number classifica- 
tions used in the Dewey Decimal sys- 
tem, although complete breakdown is 
not given. Within each numerical group 
the books are listed alphabetically by 
the author’s name and a subject title is 
also given to each numerical classifica- 
tion. The one exception to this is in the 
biography section where alphabetizing 
is by the name of the subject.

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to give any sort of accurate estimation of 
the vocabulary level. 

Out of print books are indicated by the 
initials O.P. following the bibliographic 
data. All titles have been checked with the 
1962 edition of Books In Print. 

Some Special Notations: 

Because of the highly individualized 
needs of the partially sighted, some of the 
books examined presented unusual prob- 
lems concerning their suitability. When the 
book was otherwise quite acceptable, nota- 
tion was made of the special problem and 
the book was included. For example:

Color of ink: Some partially-sighted chil- 
dren have a certain degree of color blind- 
ness to one or more colors. For this reason, 
if a bock is printed in a color of ink other 
than black, this is noted and the color of 
ink given. 

Reverse type: Reverse type refers to type 
which appears white on a black or dark 
colored background. This is often done in 
modem printing, especially when the lith- 
ographic process is employed. Since this 
reverse image may cause some partially- 
sighted child difficulty, notation is made of 
reverse type when it is extensive in any 
one volume.

Illustrations are full page duotone pencil drawings in black and red or black 
and green. 

14 pt. Weisgard, Leonard Treasures to See. New York: Harcourt, Brace 4-5 
& Co., 1956. $3.00 

An unusual and informative book about museums and what one may expect 
to find in them. Well-organized and illustrated in large, full color or black 
and white wash drawings, very stylized. One objection is that footnotes 
identifying illustrative materials are in very small type. Text is well leaded 
with few Tines per page.

A very lovely book. Using selected verses from the King James Version, Mat- 
thew and Luke, the book tells the story of the Christ Child from the annunci- 
ation to Mary to the child’s life in Nazareth. The stylized but beautiful draw- 
ings of Miska Petersham add much to the story. Many are in full color. Type is 
boldface and widely leaded.

Quite faithful to the biblical account, the story is simply told for the child’s 
enjoyment. The spoken language is in the style of the King James version but 
all narration is in modem prose.
